Premier Alison Redford 
stopped in Olds last Friday 
afternoon to meet with 
local PC candidate Darcy 
Davis and with 
constituents. 

As close to 50 people 
applauded her entrance 
into Willow Brook Coffee 
House, local resident 
Christine Hogan rushed to 
Redford and started enthu¬ 
siastically hugging her to 
thank her for the recent 
AISH raise. 

Redford took the occa¬ 
sion to say that her cabinet 
is committed to the Olds 
overpass project. 

“What we have had to do 
this year, and I think it is 
appropriate because we 
have had some issues with 
respect to revenue with 
this worldwide downturn, 
is that we are committed to 
moving ahead with the 
project but we did delay for 
one fiscal year,” said 
Redford. 

“Even though we will be 
able to move ahead with 


that and won’t have to 
book it or put it in the 
budget until next year, you 
are going to see action on 
that quite soon." 

Regarding the education 
property tax increase of 8 
per cent, Redford believes 
that it will help keep educa¬ 
tion funding in place 
through the provincial 
budget and insuring that 
the province has educ ation 
sustainability. 

“From my perspective, I 
think it is important that 
there be certainty in the 
system, and that’s sort of 
where we come at this,” 
she said. 

“If we look at what is 
going on with respect to 
education, we want school 
hoards to be able to make 
long-term decisions, and to 
make sure that parents are 
being supported in the 
choices that they make for 
their children in 
school.” 

While Redford respects 
the autonomy of the school 
boards, she does not agree 
with school boards charg¬ 
ing fees with respect to 


basic education. 

“I think it is important to 
know that as a principle 
and what we are commit¬ 
ted to in education is to 
provide sustainable fund¬ 
ing, and sufficient funding 
for infrastructure and for 
curriculum and programs," 
she said. 

Redford agrees with NDP 
leader Brian Mason’s 
recent call to end personal 
attacks on other leaders 
during the rest of the 
campaign. 

“I want to make sure that 
we arc 1 talking about the 
issues that matter to 
Albertans,” she said. 

“Every leader should be 
able to stand up and define 
what they believe the 
future of the province 
could be under their lead¬ 
ership and then Albertans 
will decide.”

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Domestic violence 
is criminal and 
nothing less 


A recent survey by the 
Alberta Council of Women’s 
Shelters (ACWS) points to the 
need for more to be done to 
ensure that all Albertans, and 
particularly adult males, 
know and understand that 
violence against women is 
wholly unacceptable. 

The ACWS survey saw 1,000 
men questioned on their per¬ 
ceptions and attitudes about 
violence against women and 
what can be done to prevent iL 

Although, in general, the findings were encour¬ 
aging - for example, more than 80 per cent of 
respondents felt that pushing to harm or cause 
fear should be considering domestic violence - 
there were other findings that are more troubling. 

Three findings in particular signal the need for 
more to be done to get the message across that 
family violence is not wanted or welcome in Alberta; 

• Twenty-five per cent of those surveyed said 
they did not believe domestic violence should be 
considered a criminal offence. 

• Sixteen per cent of respondents said domestic 
violence is a private matter that should be han¬ 
dled within the family. 

• And sixteen per cent of respondents said 
domestic violence can be excused if, afterwards, 
the violent person genuinely regrets what they 
have done. 

First, any suggestion that family violence should 
be considering anything other than a criminal 
offence is, simply, wrong. 

Suggesting that violence against family mem¬ 
bers is somehow less serious than other violent 
crime only serves to incorrectly lessen the seri¬ 
ousness of domestic violence and its impact on 
children and others. 

Second, domestic violence impacts not only 
family members, but also society in general, and, 
as such, it should and must be dealt with at both 
a family and societal level. 

Keeping domestic violence ‘behind closed 
doors’ would only serve to protect and shield the 
guilty while putting victims at greater risk and 
preventing them from receiving the help and sup¬ 
port they need. 

Third, any suggestion that domestic violence is 
OK as long as the person who is violent is sorry 
afterwards goes against common sense and com¬ 
mon decency. 

It would never be acceptable for a person to 
shoot an acquaintance and then get away with it 
by simply claiming that he or she was sorry. That 
would make no sense, and it doesn’t make sense 
when it comes to domestic violence either. 

Changing attitudes about the criminality of 
domestic violence, the need for it to be brought 
out from behind closed doors, and the culpability 
of the guilty requires ongoing public education, 
says the ACWS. 

As such, all candidates in the current provincial 
election are encouraged to make the spreading of 
the anti-domestic violence message part of their 
respective campaigns.

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Wildrose leader makes a quick stop in Carstairs 

Smith outlines some party policies

The leader of the 
Wildrose party made a 
brief stop in Carstairs last 
week. 

Danielle Smith and mem¬ 
bers of her campaign team 
rolled into the Carriage 
lane area of Carstairs on 
Thursday. Smith look time 
to outline some of her 
party’s policies regarding 
roles and responsibilities 
between municipalities 
and the province. 

"Our first step has been 
making sure that we can 
develop a program to give 
proper funding to munici¬ 
palities,” Smith said. “The 
major element of our com¬ 
mitment to municipalities 
is community infrastruc¬ 
ture transfer, where you 
roll a bunch of different 
grant programs into a sin¬ 
gle transfer program based 
on a percentage of provin¬ 
cial tax revenues, as well 
as a percentage of provin¬ 
cial surpluses. If you look 
at our plan, we intend to 
get back to a balanced 
budget within a year and 
start running surpluses 
again.” 

In addition, Smith added 
that, under the plan, 
municipalities would end 
up with significantly more 
dollars than under the sta¬ 
tus quo. 

“If we can do that, we 
can go onto the next step, 
which is talking about 
what is the best level of 
government to be able to 
deliver services," she said. 
“I think municipalities 
quite rightly are reluctant 
to have that conversation 
if t hey’re not dealing with a 
provincial partner that is 
interested in having a seri¬ 
ous discussion about a 


funding formula." 

Smith also explained 
some of her ideas for 
boosting rural Alberta’s 
economy. 

Part of getting the com¬ 
munity infrastructure 
transfer right is “making 
sure that municipalities 
have the dollars that they 
need to be able to invest in

the social infrastructure 
that is needed,” she said. 

“Oftentimes what you 
see is it becomes a vicious 
cycle," she said. “If you 
end up having the provin¬ 
cial government centraliz¬ 
ing services away from 
local communities, if we 
don’t have local schools, if 
we don’t have local hospi¬ 
tals, if we don’t have local 
seniors’ facilities, then it 
becomes a less attractive 
place to attract families. 
And then if you don’t 
attract families, then small 
businesses suffer. 

“We think that if you 
begin with the idea that 
you want to have commu¬ 
nities with the same access 
to services regardless of 
where they are and make 
sure that we’ve got good 
local schools, good local 
health facilities and good 
local seniors’ facilities, 
that becomes a base 
around which a communi¬ 
ty can rebuild its rural 


economy. 

When asked about her 
thoughts on the dissolu¬ 
tion study that has been 
initiated for the Village of 
Cremona, Smith said that 
she “doesn’t think the 
provincial government 
should be trying to micro¬ 
manage what goes on in 
municipalities." 

“But they do have to set 
up the conditions for suc¬ 
cess,” she added. “Part of 
what’s happening right 
now is those conditions 
aren’t being met and there 
is way too much politiciza¬ 
tion in the grants. There’s 
way too much uncertainty. 
I don’t think there’s any 


long-term stable funding 
formula and a lot of munic¬ 
ipalities are left scrambling 
to get the resources they 
need for their local priori¬ 
ties. We want to change 
that.” 

Voters in Carstairs 
should cast their ballot for 
Wildrose, Smith said, part¬ 
ly because of some of the 
policies the party has been 
rolling out since the cam¬ 
paign began. 

“Our first one is our bal¬ 
anced budget savings act, 
where it’s a three-part plan 
for how we would reintro¬ 
duce a no-deficit law and 
limit the spending increas¬ 
es so we can get back into 


balanced budgets and ulti¬ 
mately surpluses," she 
said. “Then we would grow 
our heritage savings trust 
fund so it can start gener¬ 
ating enough income to 
reduce our reliance on oil 
and gas revenue.” 

Smith added that she 
thinks the Wildrose party 
would be able to build that 
fund up to $200 billion 
over the next 20 years. 

“It would provide for 
that long-term security for 
not only this generation 
but for future generations," 
she said. 

In addition, she has just 
begun rolling out the first 
part of the family pack. 


“The first one is a way to 
give a break to families, 
especially low-income 
families," she said. “We 
want to match what they 
have at the federal level of 
offering a $2,000 per child 
tax credit which would 
deliver for a family with 
two kids an additional 
$400 in their pockets every 
year, with an additional tax 
break. That money can go 
a long way for a family 
looking for a way to pay 
for gymnastics, soccer or 
piano lessons. 

“We want to make sure 
families have enough 
resources they need to take 
care of their priorities.”
